“Milk is important because it is 
a ich source of proteins, carbo- 
nvdrates fats, mineral saits and 
vitamins, those substances which are 
exsential for adequate and satisfac- 
sory numan nutrition,” says Dr. Nor- 
wood. “Prom the standpoint of cost 
‘nd food valve, it is one of the 

eapest foods available to man. 

urthermore, ft is a readily digeati- 
ste food, Infants and children 
should nave at ieast one quart of 
milk per day. Adults should nave’ 
a ont of milk per day and prefer- 
ably more. 

“But tf milk is to be used ad- 
vantageously, it must be safe. 
Unfortunately, the germs of 
certain diseases. as well as other 
bacteria, c&n flourish in milk. 
Cleanliness and health of cows 
and milk handlers. and ctean 
utensils are’ the keys to good 
milk. Milk must be protected 
from contamination and must 
be kept cold during. its entire 
journey, often long, from the 
cow to the consumer. Finally it 
~Jnust be rendered certainly safe 
by pasteurization.
